“Three young hardboots rested at General Hospital 
this morning, sore, bruised, but fortunately with no 
broken bones, as a result of the first piece of hardluck 
that has hit the local riding fraternity at Hastings Park 
this summer.” 

The above account was taken from a newspaper story 
about Alton Howry, a wrangler who works at the 
Pony Farm. 

Al was born in Ewan, Washington, a small farming 
community and his first experience at riding occurred 
when he was 13. His father owned a wild Indian pony, 
and Al was instructed to stay away from the unbroken 
animal. Being a typical boy with a love for animals, he 
couldn’t resist sitting on the horse when it was penned in 
its stable. Al’s brother surprised him during one of these 
sessions and opened the stable gate. Al said the horse 
gave him one of the wildest rides of his career. After he 
managed to bring him back to the barn, he was the only 
person who could come near the animal from that 
day forward. 

This exciting experience prompted Al to begin riding 
professionally and in 1940 he began his career as a 
jockey. He won the second race he entered and went on 
to win a total of 842 races over a nine year span. Dur-

As you look down the gun barrel at one of the most 
dangerous animals in Africa, your heart begins to beat 
faster, and you are scarcely able to breathe. Suddenly 
the cape buffalo turns and charges. You hope your first 
shot will be a good one because you know you won't 
have a second chance. 

The above paragraph didn’t come out of a Tarzan 
movie; it is an experience out of the life of Tony 
Loureiro. 

Tony was born in Estoril, Portugal, a small town out- 
side of the capital city of Lisbon. He lived there until he 
was fourteen and then moved to Africa with his parents. 
His father was working for the Portuguese Government, 
managing the natives. 

During the four years that Tony lived in Africa, he did 
quite a bit of big game hunting. Some of the animals he 
hunted included lions, leopards, elephants, hippopotami, 
and cape buffalos. 

In talking about his hunting experiences, Tony related 
to me that a hunting friend of his once had his Model “T 
truck crushed by a herd of elephants. It seems that the 
elephants had been eating a certain type of palm plant 
which made them intoxicated. Tony’s friend had stopped 
to watch the elephants feed, and when they came over to

Mention baseball around the Monorail Storaee Build- 
ing and immediately you'll hear someone say, “My 
cousin's a Major League Pitcher." You'll find Bill Hauen- 
stein, the Electrical Foreman talking about his cousin, 
Dean Chance, a pitcher for the California Angels. 

Bill was born and raised in Wooster, Ohio, a small col- 
lege town in the north central part of the state. 

Dill joined the Navy in the early part of 1942 and 
served as an electrician aboard a ship in the North Afri- 
can and Mediterranean areas. 

Near the end of the war, Bill was stationed at a conva- 
lescent hospital in New Jersey where he met his wife. 
Bill's wife is from Ocean Grove, New Jersey, а commu- 
nity where streets are blocked off to through traffic from 
midnight Saturday to midnight Sunday. No traffic is 
allowed on the streets during this time unless it is an 
emergency. This custom was established by the founders 
of the city and is still being practiced. 

When the war ended, Bill worked for the Timken 
Roller Bearing Company for three years as an electrician. 
He then worked for the U.S. Army Research & Develop- 
ment Laboratories at Fort Mammoth, New Jersey. Bill's 
job was to install and maintain various types of test equip- 
ment, panels and relays. He also programmed timing 
circuits to comply with the rigid specifications set by the 
Army. Some of these instruments went into the first space 
satellite and others which followed.

JERRY WHITE 


Have you ever peered into the back of a radio or tele- 
vision set trying to diagnose why something doesn't 
work? That seemingly entangled network of wires, 
relays and tubes staring back at you is a small sampling 
of what Jerry White faces daily. 

Born in Century, Oklahoma, Jerry was raised in Idaho 
and finished high school in California. 

With the outbreak of World War II, Jerry joined the 
Navy and served as the Coxswain of a landing craft in 
the South Pacific. He said at one point during the war, the 
only supplies available were rice krispies and powdered 
milk. Jerry stated that after weeks of rice krispies three 
times a day, he can’t even think of them now without 
becoming ill. 

After the war, Jerry attended Los Angeles Trade Tech- 
nical College for two years, majoring in Radio and T.V. 
When he graduated, he went to work in radio and tele- 
vision repair and in November of '57, he was hired here 
at the Park as a Sound Shop Technician. 

In 1962, Jerry was in on the installation of a new elec- 
tronic development—Audio-Animatronics. He explained 
that Audio-Animatronics is a complex way to program 
movements and record them — along with music, singing, 
dialogue and sounds — on a single one inch 14 track, 
magnetic tape. Hundreds of separate actions can be 
recorded on this tape. When the recorded animation and 
music are played back, sound impulses activate air cylin-

ing the nine years that Al was riding, he was the leading 
rider twice, once in Canada and another time in Seattle. 

In 1942, Al broke his back resulting from a bad fall 
during a race. As soon as his cast was taken off, he went 
back to winning races the next day. He said he was lucky 
and only had about forty falls during his career. This 
sounds strange until one considers that Al has ridden in 
over 14,000 races during his career. 

Al quit racing in 1950 and began training horses for 
such notable people as Bing Crosby and Betty Grable. 

Al began working here at the Pony Farm in 1956 and 
he does just about “anything and everything" at the farm 
exercising and caring for the animals, cleaning up, and 
maintaining the corrals. 

He is still active with horses, raising and training them 
for sale. In addition to horses, Al raises cattle, goats, 
sheep and chickens.

"I get lots of sleep. Sleepin’ and 
eatin' aren't too bad, it's just every- 
thing in between. Dad, you better sell 
my car. It doesn’t look like I’m ever 
going to get out of here. The base is 
next to an airport and where I sleep 
is as close to it as you can get. Mom, 
I promise never to kick about your 
cookin' anymore. For this eight weeks 
of torment and torture, I get $40 
bucks — l'm not counting the days 


'till graduation, I'm counting the min- 
utes "till visiting day. I get up at three 
thirty in the morning; that used to be 
night didn't it? Oh yea, I think I have 
shin splints, but don't worry about it, 
nobody else does. I just can't believe 
some people make this a career." 


Along with the military, the Peace 
Corps has claimed some of our Dis- 
neylanders. One very interesting letter 
was received from PAUL WATTS 
who was on the Monorail and is now 
in Liberia, West Africa. Here is his 
most recent letter which was written 
to Della Strathmann. 


“Greetings once again from Duogee 
to that far distant Anaheim. 

Its 11:45 P.M. and it is pouring 
rain outside. The pounding of the 
storm on my tin roof is about to drive 
me crazy. What a racket. And to top 
it off, my roof is leaking in various 
spots so I have to madly dash about 
moving my sparse furniture and 
books to keep them from getting soak- 
ing wet. It is sort of a game: Where 
will the next leak be? 

Quite a bit has happened since my 
last letter. l'm in the middle of es- 
tablishing a CARE kitchen for our 
school. CARE, of course, is the Amer- 
ican self-help program, donated to by 
alturistic Americans. Believe me, I 
think it is a fine program and has 
given me much needed support. Any- 
way, CARE provides the food for a 
noon-time meal if the town will pro- 
vide a place to store the food, a kit- 
chen and a cook. We are busily con- 
structing a mud and stick, thatched 
roof building. The food should be 
arriving tomorrow. It won’t be steaks 
and baked potatoes, but the meal will 
provide some much needed vitamins 
and minerals. We are also starting a 
CARE garden to supplement the lunch 
with fresh vegetables. Again, CARE 
provides the seeds and the tools, and 
we provide the muscle and I might 


add, the stomachs. 


I’ve been busy also (a drop of water 
down my back; better move) with 
various little house projects. So far it 
has included a clothesline, some much 
needed work on my privy, a piece of 
tin to form a trough to catch rain 
water in a 55 gallon gasoline drum, 
and a shower stall; no running water 
but at least a place to privately bathe 
from a bucket. The well diggers have 
recently finished my well. It’s an 
amazing 41 feet deep — all dug by 
hand with a small pick. One of my 
future projects will be to try to get 
a community well with a hand pump. 
The townsfolk use a dirty stream for 
both bathing and drinking. 

School has been progressing stead- 
ily. I rather enjoy it as the students 
are interested and at least try to 
understand me. My name to them and 
everyone else is "teacher" or “Mr. 
Paul." The Peace Corps has been well 
accepted so my jok is made easier 
somewhat, even though I’m the first 
P.C. in Duogee. 

The thunder and lightening are 
getting worse and the rain is heavy. 
I have everything and anything out 
that will hold water under the roof to 
catch the run off. I must have six 
buckets plus my 55 gallon drum catch- 
ing water. 

Oh yes, last night we killed a poi- 
sonous Cassava snake which was in 
the rafters of my house catching liz- 
ards. 

I hope that you are all well and 
happy. I still think often of the 
Magic Kingdom." 


Florence Cole of Pendleton supplied 
me with the following information 
about JIM ROETHER, who also 
worked for Pendleton before going 
into the Army. The information was 
given to Florence in a letter from 
Jim's mother. 

“Jim volunteered for the Para- 
troopers in late October and was sent 
to Ft.

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Horses of the

Down through history, the horse has been one of man’s most useful animals and has played an 
important part in the development of North America. On several short railroads, horses were used 
to pull trains, and in towns and cities, to pull horsecars and streetcars. In the West, horses were 
used to pull wagons and stagecoaches, and the Pony Express was the fastest means of communication 
between the East and West before 1861. Mules and burros were used in pack trains to transport 
supplies to remote points. 

When railroads were developed along with automobiles, tractors, and trucks, the horse became less 
useful. The number of horses in the United States has steadily declined from about 20 million in 1900 
to less than 4 million today. Many youngsters nowadays have never seen a real horse, much less 
come close enough to touch one. 

Here at Disneyland, horses once again are very useful and important to the show. They play a big 
part in helping to recreate the atmosphere of a Main Street of a town at the turn of the century. People 
relive memories of the past as they watch the horsecars and surreys traveling along Main Street, and 
youngsters can see America as their grandparents knew it. 

In Frontierland, mules and burros carry contemporary pioneers through “Nature’s Wonderland” for 
a glimpse into the great North American wilderness. 

The horses which pull our vehicles and the mules and burros on the Pack Trains are stabled at our 
Pony Farm located in the backstage area north of Fantasyland. Owen Pope supervises the operation 
of the Pony Farm and has been with the organization since 1952. Owen and his wife, Dollie, who works 
with him taking care of the clerical aspects of the operation, started with Walt Disney Productions at 
the Studio. They are both native Texans and had their first contact with Walt at a horse show in 
Sacramento where they were showing their prize-winning “hitch” of ten Shetland Pony stallions.

At the Studio, they began to gather the horses which would be used for the newly planned Disneyland and to train 
them for their new duties. Prior to the Park opening, the horses walked a circular ring for four hours a day while tape 
recordings were used to simulate the sounds they would be hearing. Today, each horse receives a minimum of thirty 
hours of special training before going on stage. 

The large horses used on Main Street to pull the streetcars are Belgians, Percherons and Clydesdales. They each work 
a five day week, four hours a day, and wear rubber shoes which make the “clippety clop" sound so reminiscent of the 
turn of the century. Each horse is taxied to and from Main Street and has his own harness handmade by Owen which 
is cleaned and polished each day after it is used. 

The mules and burros on the Frontierland Pack Train work from 4 to 6 hours a day, 5 days a week. Each train has 
eight mules and there are as many as 10 trains running during the summer. 

A recent count showed we had 15 draft horses (Belgian, Percheron, and Clydesdale), 16 ponies, 98 mules and 60 
burros stabled at the Pony Farm. Their diet consists of alfalfa hay, rolled barley and oat hay and they consume about 
134 tons a day. 

The Pony Farm has its own blacksmith shop and all the horses, mules and burros are given new shoes as required. 

Day Sechler, a native of Kansas, assists Owen in the management of the 6 acre Pony Farm which is the envy of 
everyone working with livestock. All the Pony Farm employees are experienced at handling and caring for horses. The 
drivers of the Main Street horsecars know the personality of each, horse they work with as do the mule wranglers of 
each animal in their “strings.” 

Even though horses continue to fade from the American scene, they will always remain indispensable to the thematic 
Disneyland show. They provide happiness for our older guests by re-creating a bygone era, and for our younger guests 
by giving them their first close-up of a real horse. 
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Well, here we are at the start of 
another summer, and as we look 
around we see a few faces that have 
been missing for a while. There is 
FRANK MCNELL back on the Mine 
Train ride with a new platform and 
repainted trains. It's nice to have you 
back home, Frank. 

As I look over at the Mule Ride, 
something new has been added. The 
loading dock has been lengthened. 
But remember fellows — its still only 
one person to a mule. Soon we will 
have all those pretty girls back — 
CAROL and CAROL ANN, KIM, 
DANNY, SUE and CONNIE just to 
mention a few. 

In one of the many languages he 
speaks fluently, DAVE McKINNEY 
tells guests that those barrels of gun- 

owder on the rafts are really

HEEL! DARN IT! ... 1 SAID HEEL!

If you've ever lost a locker key, 
this smiling face knows about it. He's 
CHUCK HANNAFORD, the man in 
charge of lock and key security. The 
immense task of keeping track of over 
3,000 keys is his resposibility. 

In addtion to the several types of 
keys in existence around the Park, 
there are also several types of “key 
users." 

As an example, there is the strong 
"athletic type" who usually uses one 
key for any type of lock. This modern 
gladiator recklessly attacks any lock 
with a "universal key;" usually his 
car key. Locker doors, office doors, or 
padlocks all crumble under this stal- 
wart fellow who is able to shatter the 
nerves of even the strongest locksmith. 

There is also the quiet “pensive 
type" who can never open a lock be- 
cause they “don’t want to break the 
key." This type usually gives their 
key a half-turn in the lock and then 
wonders whether to turn it all the way 
and risk breaking it, or turn it back 
and go home to watch some quiet 
soothing program on television. 

The 'falarmist" is another type 
whose plaintive cry can sometimes be 
heard coming from the locker room. 
“I can’t open my locker." When this 
cry is heard, those within the general 
area should take note that a “con- 


dition red" has just been declared. 
All occupants of the building then 
have approximately seven seconds to 
take over before the alarmist proceeds 
to kick down the locker door. A short 
trip through the Men's Locker Room 
will reveal the remains of some of 
these battles. 

There are some other types of “key 
users" but these three examples should 
give some clue to the problems Key 
Control sometimes has to face. JIM 
ROSSI and DON REED are kept 
busy repairing the aftermaths of these 
"users." 

Another problem Key Control has 
is trying to track down the midnight 
gremlins who occasionally go around 
putting oil in locks instead of the pre- 
scribed graphite. A visit to the lock 
shop (no appointment needed) will 
reveal to any interested party just 
what effect that particular liquid will 
have on cvclinders. 

Considering the fact that it takes 
approximately fifteen minutes to re- 
key a lock cyclinder and there are 
over 1,200 door locks of various types 
throughout the Park, Key Control is 
kept working, chasing down the “oil- 
ers" and the “key users." 

Whenever new additions are added 
to the Park that require new locks and 
keys, Key Control prepares ahead of 


time by keying the lock cyclinders on 
the master system. This is done so that 
when the doors are hung, the locks 
are available immediately. 

I wondered where the oldstyle hard- 
ware needed for the New Orleans sec- 
tion would come from and found out 
some very interesting facts. 

The designs for this type hardware 
are considered standard specialty 
hardware. This means that a special 
piece of hardware was designed and 
cast so it could be used for differ- 
ent purposes. The cast is as much as 
$500.00 per pattern so that rather 
than discarding the patterns, they are 
advertised within the manufacturer's 
catalog for order. The items used in 
New Orleans are special order items 
and are not stocked. 

There are three manufacturers in- 
volved with our New Orleans project: 
one local and two Eastern firms. The 
designs were picked out from their 
catalogs by Bob Brown. 

Because of the constant expansion 
of the Park, Key Control is always 
kept busy. With the planning of the 
new Tomorrowland comes new locks, 
keys, oilers and the unsung hero of 
new key dealers, the “key users."

"The temperature was 105° on our opening day. All 
the chocolate melted and our entire stock was lost.” 
These facts are among the fond memories related by 
Vera Connell, manager of the Candy Palace and Candy 
Kitchen which are owned by Adams and Brooks, Inc. 

These delightful stores have 350 varieties of candies 
ranging from the penny candies sold at Swift’s Market 
house to the fine hand-dipped chocolates. Both home- 
made and old fashioned varieties are offered for sale. 

Chocolates are hand-dipped at the main factory be- 
cause many of our guests objected to seeing the process 
here at the Park. But, the candy maker, Lee Hight, does 
make many varieties right here: nuttles, English toffee, 
candy canes, taffy, peanut brittle and fudge. 

Lee is one of the best “funnel men” in the business. If 
you re interested in a real show, stop by The Main Street 
Candy Palace and watch Lee work. If you can bear to 
leave the store after inhaling the mouth watering aromas, 
you've got real will power. (Besides, one of the girls 
will probably offer you a sample of one of the many 
varieties of candy . . . which will surely hook you!) 

Candy making is a complex process. Chocolate, for 
example, is melted at 90°. Then, the temperature must 
be maintained at 86° or 87° to temper it, so there will 
be no streaks. | 

A long aluminum “water slab" table is used to cool 
taffy. This table has both hot and cold water pipes run- 
ning through it so that the temperature can be controlled. 
The taffy is pulled from large hooks hanging on the walls 
in the kitchen, then packaged in cellophane and sold. A 
little hatchet is even included on the package so the taffy 
can be broken easily. 
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Among the many interesting varieties of candy for sale 
are Rock Candy Crystals, originated in the 15th Century. 
These crystals cannot be duplicated by scientific methods. 
Nature must crystalize this variety and it takes approxi- 
mately two weeks. Adams and Brooks is the first com- 
pany to color rock candy. These crystals are also used in 


a well-known drink: Rock-N-Rye. (Editor's note: Hic) 


Emert Brooks stated that beside the Candy Palace, the 
Swift Market, and the Castle, they will now have two 
beautiful push carts in the New Orleans Square. They 
will be selling real New Orleans pralines and molasses, 
which is made of a New Orleans molasses that has aged 
four years in wooden barrels. 
the Candy Palace is mainly for show. It gives the public 

The token manufacturing operation in the window of 
a feeling for homemade candy. And right here, ladies, 
make sure you try Lee Hight's recipe you will find in 
this magazine for fudge. The addition of the window 
show has increased business several fold since it was 
instituted. All the candy at Disneyland has been person- 
alized by packaging to tie into the Disney image. Be- 
cause of this and the high quality candy (one pound of 
butter to one pound of sugar for English Toffee) the 
candy palace has one of the highest retail volumes in 
the U.S. — ир to five or six thosuand pounds a week. 

It was a pleasure to hear Emert talk so well of his 
ladies and gentlemen who have worked for him during 
the years and he hopes his manager Vera Connell will 
never leave.

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Ever wonder why the Park is so clean and shiny when 
you come to work in the morning? 

How is it possible to walk down Main Street and enter 
into any of the four lands without passing one piece of 
litter, seeing any dirty windows or touching any dusty 
rails or waste cans. 

This is made possible by the efforts of the night Jani- 
torial crew who in working closely with the day crew 
clean the entire Magic Kingdom. 

ROY YOUNG is the Supervisor of the day crew and 
TOM ROPPA is in charge of the night shift. Tom is as- 
sisted by JIM WARWICK and ARNOLD GEHRLS. 

When the Park closes to the public, and the last guest 
is walking out the gate, the night crew is starting to work. 
Just about everything conceivable in the Park must be 
cleaned, scrubbed, waxed, dusted, polished, or hosed off 
in the short time of eight hours. 

With each man assigned to a special area doing a spe- 
cial job, this unbelievable cleaning task is accomplished 
every night. Each crew in an area is under the super- 
vision of a foreman. The foremen for Main Street are 
HAROLD CHRISTOPHER and JAMES WOODARD. 
Frontierland and Adventureland are handled by GIL. 
BERT YOUNG. In charge of Fastasyland is HAROLD 
LEEVAN, and Tomorrowland is under VALENTINO 
NAVARRO. 

These men work closely with their crews and are al- 
ways available if any problem should arise in their area. 

There are over 120 restrooms in the Park which must 
be cleaned and sanitized nightly. 

All of the office buildings are cleaned which includes

waxing, vacuuming, carpet shampooing, dusting, or any 
other task that might be required to produce an attrac- 
tive office. 

Not a detail is missed anywhere, from the nightly 
steam-cleaning of the deckwalks which are the slat board- 
walks used in the kitchens, to the cleaning of the Plaza 
Inn chandeliers which require special handling. 

CHUCK BOYAJIAN, the Maintenance Supervisor, told 
me some of the unusual jobs that face the Janitorial crew. 

As an example, the viewing screens in the Moon Ride 
must be cleaned nightly and so must the glass in the 
Grand Canyon Diorama. The Matterhorn, Treehouse, 
Skyway buckets, and over 88 water craft ranging in size 
from the Mark Twain to the Storybook Land boats and 
even the tops of buildings that can be seen from the Sky- 
way have to be cleaned. 

The large assortment of trains in the Park are all 
cleaned and polished, and this includes all the stations. 

Chuck said the biggest challenge facing the crew are 
the graduation night parties. After these parties are over, 
the entire Park must be cleaned in only 215 hours in- 
stead of eight. 

Night janitorial is also a big help to Security in re- 
porting anything out of the ordinary such as unlocked 
doors, or broken or non-functioning lights. 

Approximately 240 acres, comprising an area from the 
Pony Farm to the Main Gate, and from Harbor Boule- 
vard to West Street, are scrubbed, cleaned and polished 
by this well-trained crew who begin their working day 
long after everyone else has finished theirs.
